most of the leading cricket ciuba, a 
hi.bly representative gathering of the 
fashionable and the fair of our city and 
not a few of the nobility of Scutlaud.

In the 
course of tho afternoon they made a ecore 
of 143 for their first innings; noxt after 
noou the Australians left the crease with 
only 142. That evening aod part of 
next day much interest was taken in the 
game, our Scotch pride vaunted that our 
mean might take the place of “ Second to 
none ;” but on Saturday aa stump after 
sturnp went down and the innings closed 
with 130, the approach of the end became 
visible and the second clasy position of 
some of the team bicame of course a 
matter of genoral remark, The Austra- 
lians took tho bat at half past one 
clock und six of them soon rao up the 
required 132, 80 that the visitors wore 
victorious by six wickets, This little 
bit of rivalry has formed a pleasant 
cbaptor in cricket history here, The 
Scotch showed some fine batting, but no 
doubt the persistency with which good 
meno are kept at the bat as com- 
pared with the good bowling of the Aus 
traliang all over, had no little to do with 
the regult of the play.

THE KIANGNAN ARSENAL, 
(Courier) 

The Kiangnan Arsenal, between two 
and three’ miles from the Sottlement, 
will, just now, in view of a possible war 
with Russia, well repay a visit, It 
might be thought by many that the 
Chinoss Government are pavhing on 
warlike preparations with sil possible 
specd, (mt this is an illusion which a 
visit to the Ar-onal will aoon dispel, for 
tle manufacture of gans atd cannons is 
proceeding at the old jog-trot pace, 
whilst half the machinery in the various 
hranches of the establishment ia absolute- 
ly at a standstill, Each department is 
superintended by a foreigner—Mr Jno, 
Mackenzie, a gentleman from Sir William 
Annstrong’s factory, and who wasformerly 
superintendent of the Turkish Arsenal, 
baving charge ef the large gan depart- 
tent; Mr Wm. Newton, also from 
Armstrong's, directing the manufacture 
uf shot and shell; Me Samuel Ballard, 
who bas likewise rendered conspicnous 
services to the (destructive) world, the 
manufacture of cartridges; Mt Jno, Atkin- 
sun, Uie manufacture of gunpowder ; 
whilkt Mr John Rennie superintends 
tho ship-building yard ; Mr Joo, M. Allen 
being superintendent marine engineer, 
and Mr Brettcheineider military in- 
structor. Messrs Ballard and Atkin- 
von, it should be observed, are atationed 
ub Loongwha, some three miles farther 
up tho rive’, The small arms factory 
has beon under native management for 
the past threo years, but we belive 
that sowe one is coming out from 
Remington's cstablishment in England 
to take charge of this department, The 
turn-out of (Remington) riflea appears to 
to very sliw, being at the rate of-only 
60. week—a work which it takes 200 
men to perform, It should be stated 
that all the hands are Chinege even to 
the foremon, and that they work if slowly 
yet none the less gurely, and certainly 
turn out excellent weapons, The dif- 
feronos between native and foreign 
superintendence is clearly shown in this 
department, by the small quantity of 
work performed. It is manifest to the 
most superficial observer that the Chinesa 
engaged here consider that the first object 
in the existence and working of the 
Arsenal is to provide them with employ. 
ment; the effectiveness of the prepara 
tions for national defence being a oom- 
paratively small matter, Accordingly 
many are to be seon at work with a fan 
or cigarette in one hand, or else loung- 
ing about drinking cups of tex In the 
departments under foreign control-greater 
vigilance is, of course, exercised, and ag 
a reoult more work is got through ; bat 
even there it is found impossible to 
stimulate the men to wny very: great ex- 
ortiony, for they have their trade societies 
the game as European worknien, and 
these socloties regulate the quantity of 
work performed, During the past two 
years eighteen forty-pound Armetrong 
yuns have been turned out, eight of 
which have been sent to Tiontein and 
eight to Nanking, and a hundred-and- 
twenty-pounder is very nearly réady for 
proof, whist others of the samo size are 
t be manufactured in the ordinary 
course, as well as some eighty-poundora, 
A screw steamer is in course of construc. 
tion, not intended for fighting pur 
however, and four of the aipbabetical 
gunboats are in dock being overhauled and 
having their bulwarks heightened. On 
the whole, thera ia nothing whatever to 
ivdicate oxpectations of early war on ‘ihe 
part of the Chineso Government, or it 
would certainly avuil itself of the material 
it possenges, and push on ‘preparations 
with greater speed, - Woshould add -that 
the entire establishment. is underthe 
management of Director-General’ Li- 
Ming.li, assisted by another’ mandarin 
named Obi, ; oa ae
